' At the end ef the war the peo- 
ple of Britain begin to follow 
more closely the loolal life of 
Princess Elizabeth, for during the 
war years she had grown up and 
vai ariumint; more and more the 
role of a fuliirc queen. There 
^■''^^Vfsre many youns men .<ecn In 
ïjj'er cohipany but gradually it bc- 
|rcame*apparcnt that one was with 
heV' mora regularly than any of 
the other*. Lieutenant Philip 
ilountbatlcn, tall, fair, and good- 
looking, won the hand of the 
Princcfs by being the most char- 
mins of the eligible few. 

Prince Tliilip is a young man 
ol a quick, pcnetraling brain, Inde- 
pendent fpirll, and strong, deter- 
mined character, who proved Irf 
the war days the truth of an 
early report which described him 
Bs a natural leader of men. His 
training and educnlion had been 
, <5eslgned to produce self-reliance 
lind Individuality. Had not (ate 
changed his life, Philip would 
have undoubtedly added to the 
lustre the Mountbatten name al- 
ready posicsics in naval matters. 

Philip, a prince of the noyal 
House of Greece and Denmark, 
■was born on the Island of Corfu 
on June 10, 10:i. Until his Brit- 
Uh natur,ili/.atlon in 1017. he ac- 
tually had no surname. 'Tm just 
called Philip." the modest youns 
prince would- say when asked for 
his other name. This was because 
the House of S:hleswig-Holitcin- 
Sonderbiirg-Glucksburg, of which 
h? is. a dcicendanl, is one of the 
very ancifnt Hoyal IIou.'C5 of 
Europe and u.«c no atronymic 
and so. all through his youth, the 
prfscnt Duke of Edinburgh was 
known officially as Prince Philip 
and familiarly, simply as Philip. 

The Prince was a small boy 
when he decided to Join the 
. ra\y. He entered Dartmouth 
NivaX College in 10.3!) and left 
shortly after, the best cadet of 
, his term and his year. War 
er'eatly accelerated liiii career. He 
first saw active service as a mid- 
shipman In the battleship 'Itamil- 
les", served in tlio Mcrlitcrrancan 
and llié Pacific, and Irnvclled to 
all cnriicr.' nf the world. 
The cluir.icteridics which now 
^^Tnake Prince Philip a favorite of 
the British people arc the same 
ones which influenced his quick 
rise in naval ranks. Promotion in ' 
the Poyal Navy does not come 
by hirlli or f.Tniily tiry, and the 
qualitic;; wliich couîcd his ap- 
pointment "Jimmy the One" 
Of II.M.S. 'Whelp; in 1912, quali- 
tles of initiative,' ability, leader- 
ship, and above all, of reliability, 
arc those cii^cntial to the making 
of a first-class naval officer. 

In 1011 . Pliilip • formally re- 
nounced all claims to the throne 
of Greece in order to devote his 
lull time to the navy. In 1047 
he married Princess Elizabeth, 
heiress to the British throne. He 
was able, at first, to combine 
both his naval and his royal re- 
sponsibilities. In 1010 he rejoined 
the Jleditcrrancan Fleet as Kirft 
Lieutenant of tlie destroyer 'Chc- 
qucrf.'. In IDSO, promoted to 
Lieutenant Commander, he re- 
|«iï:o^ceived his first command, the 
ny«jH: frigate •Magpie". -Bui. when KInj 
George, because of ill-health was 
forced to relinquish some of his 
public duties, .iiid Princess Eliza- 
beth was forced to piny a lead- 
ing role. Prince Philip gave up 
the navy and returned to Eng- 
land. He may again have brief 
opportunity for periods of naval 
service but it is unlikely he will 
be given much time away from 
'Britain. There is little rinubt, 
however, that he v.-ill biin^ lo 
his new position the attributes

that would have ensured him an 
elevated rank, personally at- 
tained in the Senior Service. 

In Philip Mountbatten Prince.».'! 
Elizabeth has found a hu-sband 
whom thousands of her future 
subjects consider as their ideal. 
Nearly 8 feet 3 Inches tall, blond, 
bluc-cyed, he has the profile of 
a classic Greek statue. He Is 
described by his ' friends as a 
charming "man's man" who loves 
bright lights and dancing. Al- 
though slightly reserved, Philip 
smiles easily and says the right 
things to everyone. A perfect 
husband and father, he Is modest, 
unassuming, and level-headed 
though the mischievous reckless- 



ness of hjs'youth'can still' al times 

be olwerved in his eyes. 

With all his Royal background, 
all his early success in the navy, 
ail the present world interest 
focus.£cd upon' him, with all the 
brilliant future that lies open be- 
fore him. Prince Philip has no 
vestige of conceit. Staunch and 
loyal, he has not allowed, his 
changed posUion^^o^aj^^hU 
friendships. TTiose^'wiio'^ncnew 
him well as a naval officer re- 
main his friends today when he 
is son-in-law to the King. His 
dearest comrades are those, hum- 
ble in birth, who call him, not 
Duke of Edinburgh, but simply 
and plainly, Philip.

When told In 1030 that she might 
one day be Queen of England, the 
commented: "If ever I am Queen, 
the first thing I shall do will be to 
make a law forbidding people to 
ride or drive on Sunday.

Her Itoyal Highness, The 
Princess Elizabeth's achievement 
or coat of arms Is chiefly com- 
prised of the Royal Arms of Eng- 
land, with additions denoting her 
po.^ition .-IS heir presumptive. 

In heraldry a woman has neith- 
er a helmet nor a crest on her

achievement, and therefore, only 
the Princp;i"s coronet surmounts 
her arms. Also owing to the fact 
that she is a woman, her arms 
are on a lozenge Instead of on a 
shield. 

This lozenge is encircIH by 
the garter containing the mollo 
ef the order, "Honi Soil qui Mai 
Y Pense;" and is supported by the 
Engti.th lion and the Scottish uni- 
corn. The lozenge Itself is quar- 
tered and contains the English 
Royal Arms. The first and fourth 
quarters contain three gold lions 
passant on a red field. These Hons 
or leopards are the family coat 
of arms, and are derived from 
thi> Plantaganet kings of England. 

In the second quarter is the 
red lion rampant of Scotland, 
surrounded by a border of two 
bars containing alternate fleur de 
lys. The third quartsr consists of 
the gold Irish harp on a blue 
field. 

A white label. Imposed' on the 
first and second quarters of a . 
lozenge, arid on the necks of the 
lion and unicorn supporteri, de- 
notes cadency to the King. The 
three tass on the label, with two 
red St. George's crosses, and the 
red rose of England, denote that 
Princess Elizabeth, is heir pre- 
sumptive. 

The right supporter (left as It 
faces you), is the. English, lion 
gardant wearing the royal crown. 



Th* Scottish unicorn forms the 
left supporter. The Dauphin's 
crown, with alternating maltese 
crosses and fleur de lys, around 
the unicorn's neck, denotes a 
princess. This Dauphin's crown 
dates back to the unification of 
England and Scotland under 
James I, as does , the unpegged 
chain around the unicorn's neck. 

The achievement of Prince 
Philip, The Duke of Edinburgh, 
ihowf his Danish origin, and his 
rank as a royal Prince. HI* quar< 
tered shield is surrounded by the 
garter and aiirmounted by a royal 
coronet, with ermine and alter- 
njting mallc.se crosses and fleur 
de lys. Resting on this coronet is 
■ helmet with ermine and gold 
mantling. This helmet is sur- 
mounted by a crest coronet or 
ducal crown with his crest of al- 
ternating black and white os- 
trich feathers. 

The first quarter of his shield 
contains his family arms, three 
blue lions passant and red hearts 
on a gold field. The second quar- 
ter is a silver St. George's cro.ss 
on a blue field; and the third 
quarter consists of two black pal- 
lets or vertical bars on a silver 
field. In the fourth quarter are 
the arms of the City of Edinburgh, 
Edinburgh Cattle. 

At the base jpf the achievement 
is a scroll .with the motto, "God 
is my help." 



The right supporter of the 
achievement is a wild man or 
barbarian. The left supporter, 
derived from the Danish Royal 
arms, is a lion rampant with 
forked tail. This lion has a naval 
crown about its neck, and is 
wearing a Duke's coronet.

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nadier Guards, and on her six- 
teenth birthday carried"^ out her 
first public engagement, the in- 
spection of her regiment, On the 
eve of her birthday she held her 
first private audience and received 
Colonel Prescott of the (>renadler 
Guards, who presented her with a 
diamond , regimental brooch, a 
birthday present from the officers 
and men of the regiment. 
On March 4, 1045, the London 
azette announced, "The King has 
granted to H.R.H. Princess Eliza 
both a commission with the hon- 
orary rank of 2nd subaltern In the 
Auxiliary Territorial Service, Her 
Royal Highness is at 'present *t 
tending a course at a , training 
centre in the south of England, 
She completed this course In April 
passing out as a fully qualified 
driver, and in the following August 
was promoted to the rank of Junior 
Commander. In 1949. she became 
Honorary Senior Controller of the 
'Women's Royal Arnjy Corps which 
replaced thé Atixlllary Terrltorlil 
Service. 

The Princess dedicated her life 
to the service of her' people In a 
radio broadcast to the Common- 
wealth from Capetown, South Afri- 
ca, on her twenty-first birthday, 
when she made a "solemn 'act of 
dedication" In the following words: 
"I believe before you all, that my 
whole life, whether It be long or 
short, jshall be devoted lo your 
erviec and the service of our great 
Imperial family to which we all 
belong." 

In this speech she called upon the 
people of the Commonwealth to 
help her in this task when she said: 
But I shall not have the strength 
to jcarry out this resolution alone 
unless you Join in it with me as I 
now invite you to do. I know that 
your support will be unfailingly 
given. God help me to make good 
my vow, and God bless all of you 
who are willing to share In it." 

This was . not her first rallying 
call to the Empire, for In an Em 
pire Day address in the Albert Hall 
in 1946, before representatives of 
the armed forces and the Common 
wealth, she spoke of the past and 
said, "What we are we owe to 
God's guidance,' and to the work 
of our forefathers throughout the 
world. We cannot think that such 
noble brotherhood could come into 
existence for no purpose." She 
asked all those present to maintain 
the high Ideals, which have for so 
long been part of the Empire and 
Commonwealth, not by their words 
but by their deeds. She made her 
first radio broadcast in 1040, a mes 
sage of hope and ençoiuragement 
to the children of Great Britain 
and the Empire at home and Over 
seas. 

The recent Illness of His Majesty 
the King has greatly Increased the 
duties that Princess Elizabeth must 
assume. But these tasks are not 
new to her. On July 22, 1B44, she 
was appointed a Counsellor of 
State by the King on his departure 
for a tour of the Italian battle- 
fields; and the following week a 
commission was read In the House 
of Lords, signed by the Queen and 
Princess Elizabeth , authorizing 
Royal assent to new statutes. 

This year she took His Majesty's 
place and prestnted new colours 
to the 3rd Battalion the Grenadier 
Guards, and the King's colour to 
the Royal Air Force. 

Last June she read the King's 
speech of welcome to* King Haakon 
of Norway at a' state dinner at 
Buckingham Palace; and on June 
7. Princess Elizabeth deputized for 
His Majesty, when in the uniform 
of Colonel of the Grenadier Guards 
she took the salute at the Trooping 
the Colour ceremony on the King's 
I official birthday,

For a fiftccn-minutc period Their 
Royal Highnesses the Princess Eliz- 
abeth and Prince Philip are to be 
honoured guests on the campus of 
McGill. 

It will be fifteen minute of color 
and pageantry; of driving between 
crowds of cheering thousands, of 
passing tlirough a campus bedecked 
with heraldic symbols of Royalty 
and of the University's historic 
past; of exchanging greeting with 
leading University officials, per- 
haps resting a moment to. listen to 
the music of the Conservatorium 
Orchestra or to glance flectlngly al 
preserved momentos of previous 
Royal Visits; of signing the Guest 
Book and again exchanging greet' 
Ings . . . then once again the cheer 
Ing thousands, the color and the 
pageantry— and, in a moment, on to 
meet another commitment. 

Fifteen minutes should provide 
ample time for Their Royal High- 
nesses to receive the 'spirit of thr 
.T'ncere welcome being extended to 
them by students, staff, graduates 
and friends of this royally-chart 
crcd institution for the advance 
ment of learning. It will be all too 
brief a time, however, to provide 
anything like a full understandlni; 
or appreciation of all that is McGlll. 

Physically McGill comprises over 
two thousand acres of land, the 
campi in Montreal and at Macdon' 
aid College, and all the buildings 
connected "i. therewith— its libraries 
and museums, its^ classes and lab' 
oratories, and lis centres of ad 
vanccd researcl^lien, too.

Interests and, on graduaÏÏn?? 
return to their distant homelands 
and extend further the benefits 
that they have received from their 
work in the lecture rooms and 
laboratories of McGill. 
"Were Their Royal Highnesses to 
stop a student or staff member on 
the campus and ask him to tell 
them of the University— an awk- 
ward silence would be almost ccr 
tain to result. Some might think 
first of the courses of study and 
the degrees that it has offered;

Is noted that on the date mentioned 
"their first engagement was at Mc-

an escort of the 17th Duke ot 
York's Royal Canadian HussarSj*j^ 
rhe Royal Couple were receîJSg; 
by the Chancellor, Lord Stralh'- 
cona, the Principal and Vice- chan- 
cellor. Sir William Peterson, the 
Vice-principal and Goviinors otthe 
University. 

"The address of the Univerjlty 
was read by the Chancellor after 
which the Duke and Duchess re-. 
:eived their degrees, the Vlce^ 
Chancellor pronouncing the pre- 
scribed formula and Lard Strath- 
cona at the same time investing 
them with the hoods." The Royol 
Couple then signed the roll, aftcr 
which the Duke delivered, his re- 
ply to the University address. 

"The Duchess and I arc proud to 
becomo identified witn your dls- 
tiiiKiiislu'd university by the de- 
grees which we have now had the 
honour to receive. Its general wcl 
fare • . . will bo a fresh source of 
Interest and concern in the joint 
lives of those who today find them- 
selves your two junior graduates." 

The group proceeded, to the 
Strathcona Wing of the Medlcol 
Building which was then officially 
opened by the Duke. 

Eighteen years latui-, with the 
same Convocation Hall "crowded 



with both graduates and under- 
graduates," His Royal Highness 
Prince Edward of Wales was the 
recipient of the same degree.' Tha .| 
occasion was marked -. with 
"flourishes of trumpets during;)hU\^ 
progress to the platform"^î(; and t 
"spontaneous cheering which îbroke 
out and continued (or some 'time." 

Acting principal Adams extended 
the "sincere and affectionate'' \yel- >

Prominent Naval Career Ended For 
Duties of Prince Consort 



At the end of the war the peo- 
ple of Britain began to follow 
more clo.cly the social life of 
Princess Elizabctti, fo: during the 
war years she hod grown up and 
was iiFsuminu more :iiid more the 
role of a future queen. There 
were many young men seen In 
her company but gradually it be- 
came apparent that one was with 
her more icRulnrly than any of 
the others. Lieutenant Philip 
Mountbatten, tall, fair, and good- 
Inoking, won the hand of the 
Princess by being the most charm* 
ing of the eligible few. 

Prince Philip is a young man 
of a quick, penetrating brain, indc> 
pendent spirit, and strong, deter- 
mined character, who proved in 
the war days tlic trulli of a:i 
early report whii'li dc-vL-ribed him 
as a natural leader of men. His 
training and cdu:ation had been 
designed to produce sclt>rpllan?e 
and Individuality. Had not fate 
chnn^od his life. Phi'ip woiilH 
have undoubtedly added to llie 
lustre the Mountbaltuii 11:11110 al- 
ready pos:e£xci. in naval matter'. 

Philip, a prince of the Ito.val 
House of Greece and Dcnmarl<, 
was botn on the Island of Corfu 
on June in. 1021. Until his Brit- 
ish naturallzatinii in 1Q47, he ac- 
tually had no surnanu'. "I'm just 
called Philip." the modest youni; 
prince would say when asked for 
his other name. This was because 
the House of S^hlcswlg-Holstcin- 
Sondcrburg-Glu?ltsbu!'s, of which 
he is a descendant, i.s one of the 
very ancient Royal Houses of 
Europe and use no atronymic 
and so, all through his youth, the 
prcssnt Duke of Edinburgh was 
known officially o' P. Inee Philip 
ami familiarly, simply a.s Philip. 

Tlie I'rinct' wa.< a .■>mall boy 
wlicri lie decided to join the 
navyi He entered Dartmouth 
\'sîjii College in ID30 and left 
•y after, the best cadet of 
term and his year. War 
y accelerated his career. H.' 
.saw active .service as a mid- 
shipHian in llie hntlle.-hip 'nnmil- 
les', |>crvcd in the Meditcrrnncaii 
and the Pacific, and travelled to 
all corners of the world. 

Th3 charactcrl'tlcs which now 
makv Prince Philip a favorite of 
the British peuple a-e the same 
onei Iwhich influenced his quicli 
r'sc ill naval ranks. Prcinotioii n 
the Hoyal Navy docs not conn- 
by bu-th or fnmlty tics, and the 
(|unllucs which caused his ap- 
pnismienl as "Jimmy the One" 
of H.Kl.S. -Wlielp' in 19)2, quaii- 
lies of iniliat've, abilily, leader 
ship, t^nd above all. of reliability, 
arc t'/osc essential to the maklni; 
of a first-class naval officer. 

In 1944 Philip formally re- 
nounced all clainiii to ihe throne 
of Greece in order to devo'.c his 
full time to tlie navy. In 1047 
he married Princess Elizabeth, 
heiress to the British throne. He 
was able, at first, to combine 
both his naval and his royal re- 
spon-s liililies. In 1U4!) he rejoiiiid 
llie Mediterranean Fleet as Firit 
Lieutenant of the destroyer 'Che- 
quers'. In lOSO, promoted to 
Lieutenant Commander, he re- 
ceived his first command, the 
frigate 'Magpie'. But, when Kiny 
George, because of ill-health was 
forced to relinquish some of his 
public duties, and Princess Eliza- 
beth was forced to play a lead- 
ing role, Prince Philip gave up 
the navy and returned to Eng- 
land. He may again have brief 
opportunity for period.s of naval 
service but it i.s unlikely he will 
be given much lime away from 
Britain. There is little doubt, 
however, that he will bring to 
his new position the attributes

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that would have ensured him an 
elevated rank, personally at- 
tained in the Senior Service. 

In Philip Mountbatten Princess 
Ellzi:bcth has found a husband 
whom thousands of her future 
subjects consider as their ideal. 
Nearly 0 feet 3 inches tall, blond, 
tluc-eyed, he has the profile of 
a classic Greek .statue. He is 
described by his friends a.s a 
cha.-minM "man'.s man" who loves 
bright ligi'.Ls and dancing. Al- 
though sli;{htly reserved, Philip 
smiles easily and sa>3 the right 
things to everyone. A perfect 
husband and father, he Is modest 
unassumin.4, and level-headed 
though tile inischievoii.s reckless- 



ness of his youth can still at times 
bo observed in his eyes. 

With all his Royal back',;round, 
all his early success in the navy, 
all the present world interest 
focus.:ed upon him, with all the 
brilliant future that lies open be- 
fore him, Prince Philip has no 
ves!i;;e of conceit. Staunch and 
loyal, he has nut allowed his 
changed position to alter his 
friendships. Those who knew 
him well as a naval officer re- 
main his friends today when be 
is son-ln-lnw to the King. His 
dearest comrades arc those, hum- 
ble In birth, who call him, not 
Duke of EdinburKh, but simply 
and plainly, Philip. 



Story of a Pri ncess 

Princess Assumes Life of Duty 
Befitting Wearer of Crown 



Her Royal Highnes-s, Princess 
Elizabeth Alexandra Mary, was 
born on April 21, 1020, at 17 Bruton 
Street, London, the home of her 
maternal grandparents the Ear! 
and Countess of Strathmorc. 

When told in 1930 that .she might 
one day be Queen of En^land, she 
commented: "If ever 1 am Queen, 
the first thing I shall do will be to 
make a law forbidding people to 
ride or drive on Sunday. Horses 
MUST have a holiday." These 
words, spoken early in her life, 
showed the good sense and con- 
sideration that have always been 
part of her character. 

Unlike many other children des- 



eiijoyed n happy lainily life wilh 
an ordinary routine of lessons and 
games; accompanied by a gradual 
introduction to the formality and 
responsibility of her position. 

Princess Elizabeth was enrolled 
as a Girl Guide in 1937. and became 
a patrol leader in Die Isl Buckini;- 
luim Palace Company. Throughout 
her life she has been interested in 
this organization, and in I04S, she 
became Commodore of the Sea 
Rangers ond was later appointed 
Chief Ranger of the British Em- 
pire. 

In recent years the Princess' 
duties and activities have increased 
in scope and number. In 1042, she 



tined to rule. Princes.s Elirnboth was appointed Colonel of the Ore

Her Royal Highness, The 
Princess Elizabeth's achievement 
or coal of arms is chiefly com- 
prised of the Royal Aims of Eng- 
land, with additions denoting her 
position as heir presumptive. 

In heraldry a woman has neith- 
er n helmet nor a crest on her

achievement, and therefore, only 
the Princosss coronet surmounts 
her arms. Also owing to the fac. 
that she if a wo.-nan. her arms 
are on a lozenge instead of on a 
shield. 

This lozenge is encircled by 
the garter containing the motto 
of the order, •'Honl Soit (|ui Ma; 
V Pense;" and i.s sujipurted by the 
En;>li.sh lion and the Scottish uni- 
corn, The lozenge itself Is quar- 
tered and contains the English 
Royal Arms. The first and fourth 
quarters contain tliree yold lions 
passant on a red field. These lions 
or leopards are the family coat 
of arms, and are derived from 
the Plantaganet kings of England. 

In the second quarter is the 
red Hon rampant of Scotland, 
.surrounded by a border of two 
bars contaiiiiii}; alternate fleur de 
l.vs. The third quarter consists ol 
the gold Irish harp on n blue 
field. 

A white label, iinpusid on Ihe 
fir.st and secoml (luarters of a 
lozenye, and on tlie necU.s of tlie 
lion and unicorn sui)|)orters, de- 
notes cadency to the King. The 
three tags on the label, with two 
red St. George's crosses, and the 
red rose of England, denote that 
Princess Elizabeth is heir pre- 
sumptive. 

The right supporter (left as it 
faces you), is the English lion 
uardant wearing the royal crown. 



Thp Scottish unicorn forms the 
left supporter. The Dauphin's 

crown, witli alternatiir.; maltc.se 
crosses and fleur de iys. around 
the unicorirs neck, denotes a 
princess. This Dauphin's crown 
dates back to ihc unification of 
England and Scotland under 
James I. as does the unpegged 
chain around the unicorn's neck. 

The achievement of Prince 
Philip, The Duke of Edinburgh, 
shows his Danish origin, and his 
rank as a royal Prince. His quar- 
tered shield is surrounded by Ihe 
jjarter and surmounted by a royal 
coronet. wUh ermine and alter- 
nating maltese crosses and fleur 
de lys. Resting on this coronet is 
a helmet with ermine and gold 
mantling. This helmet Is sur- 
mounted by a crest coronet or 
ducal crown with his crest of al- 
ternating black and white os- 
trich feathers. 

The first quarter of his shield 
contains his family arms, three 
blue lions passant and red hearts 
on a gold field. Tlie second (luar- 
ter is a silver St, George's cross 
on a blue field; and the third 
quarter consists of two block pal- 
lets or vertical bars on a silver 
field, In till' fourth quarter are 
the arms of llie City of Edinburi-h. 
Edinburgh Castle. 

At the base of the achievement 
is a scroll with the motto, "God 
Is my help." 



The right supporter of the 
achievement is a wild man or 
barbarian. The left supporter, 
derived from the Danish Royal 
arms, is a lion rampant with 
forked tail. This lion has a naval 
crown about its neck, and is 
wearing a Duke's coronet. 



nadier Guards, and on her six- 
teenth birthday carried out her 
first public engagement, the in- 
spection of her regiment. On the 
eve of her birthday she held hor 
first private audience and received 
Colonel Pies-.olt of the Grenadier 
Guards, who presented her with a 
diamond regimental brooch, a 
birthday present from t»>e officers 
and men of the regiment. 

On March 4. 1945, the London 
Gazette announced, 'The King has 
granted to H,R,H. Princess Eliza- 
beth a commission with the hon- 
arary rank of 2nd subaltern In the 
Auxiliary Territorial Service. Her 
Royal Highness is at present at- 
tending a course at a training 
centre in the sout'.i of England " 
She completed tliis course in April 
pas.s;ng out as a fully qualified 
driver, and in t'le following August 
wus promoted to the rank of Junior 
Commander. In 1949, she became 
Honorary Senior Controller of the 
Women's Royal Army Corps whicn 
replaced the Auxiliary Territorial 
Service. 

The Princess dedicated her life 
to the service of tier people in a 
radio broadcast to the Common- 
wealth from Capetown, South Afri- 
ca, on her twenty-first birthday, 
when she made a "solemn act of 
iedication" in the following words; 

"I believe before you all, that my 
whole life, whether it be long or 
short, shall be devoted to your 
service and the service of our great 
Imperial family to which we all 
belong." 

In this speech she vailed upon the 
)coplc of the Commonwealth to 
'lelp her in this task when she sold; 

"But 1 .<liiili not have the strength 
'.u carry out ttiis resolution alum 
unless you join in it with me as I 
now invite you to du, I know that 
your support will be unfailingly 
liven. God help me to moke good 
my vow, and God bless all of yoi 
who are willing to share in it." 

This was not her first rallyint 
-.*all to the Empire, for in an Em- 
pire Day address in the Albert Hall 

in I04G, befdre representatives of 
the armed forces and tlie Common- 
wealth, .she .'poke of the i;ast an ' 
çaid, "Wliat we are wc owe to 
God's guidance, and to the worl- 
of our forefathers throughout thi 
world. We cannot think that sucl 
noble brotherhmd could come int. 
existence for no purpose." Shi 
•isked all tho.e present to inaintaii. 
the high ideals, which have fur su 
long been pari of Ihc Empire un; 
Commonwcalth, not by their word: 
but by their deeds. She made her 
first radio broadcast in 1940. a mes- 
•ago of hope and encouragement 
to the children of Great Britain 
and the Empire ut home and Over 
icas. 

The recent illne.ss of Mis Majesty 
the Kin;4 has Kieatly increased the 
auties that I'riiice.ss Elizabeth must 
assume. But tliese tasks are nut 
new to her. On July 22, 1944, she 
was appointed u Counsellor of 
State by the King on his departure 
for a tour of the Italian battle- 
fields; and the following week a 
commission was read in the House 
of Lords, signed by the Queen and 
Princess Elizabeth authorizing 
Royal assent to new statutes. 

This year she took His Mtijesty's 
place and presented new colours 
to the 3rd Battalion the Grenadici 
Guards, and the King's colour to 
the Royal Air Force. 

Last June she read the King's 
speech of welcome to King Haakor. 
of Norway at a state dinner al 
Buckingham Palace; and on June 
'J. Princess Elizabeth deputized foi 
His Majesty, when in the uniform 
of Colonel of the Grenadier Guards 
she look the salute at the Trooping 
the Colour ceremony on the King'; 
official birthday.
